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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 
Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (IMPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview IMust be iMade of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews

in every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/iew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132} 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
Ail business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademaric Office is unnecessary.

"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference inten/iew, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fonrn should be mailed promptly after the inten/lew rather than with the next official communication.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomrt is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the intenriew of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Roger Hahn the attorney of record for applicants of case number 10/666,384 discussed how the cited Ichiro reference 
did not teach the same water non-miscible solvent as claim 1 describes. Also applicants counsel suggest that the Ichiro 
reference teaches away from the use polymers of formula (I) and (II) in claim 10, as evidenced in table 1 in the 
experimental section of the reference the polymeric micelles were said to be inoperative and also by the submitted 
declaration. The examiner noted that the exact polymers were disclosed within the reference but would consider the 
suggestion by applicants council that the reference teaches away. The examiner will discuss these issues with his 
supervisor Mike Hartley and call the attorneys council shortly thereinafter. 
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
